WASHINGTON, . March 6.—Ex-Po«tm'»6ter 


General James and ex-Attorney General Mac- 
Vengh were examined to-day by Springer's 
committee relative to expenditures In tbe de- 
partment of justice; for tbe prosecution of 
star route cases. James had bis attention first 
especially called to star route matters by ex- 
U, S. Senator Spencer, of Alabama, and other 
well-Infoiuied gentlemen. It was their belief 
that millions ot dollars had boon wasted In 
unnecessar star'service, much of which bad 
never been performed, and procured by Im- 
proper means. It was also maintained that «n 
honest «"d thorough Investigation would ren- 
der practicable retrenchment without detri- 
ment to the service which would not only make 
tl^e postoffice department self-sustaining, but 
would yield a respectable revenue to tbe 
tre"sury. Continuing, James said, "That I en- 
tertained such vlenS was more or less known, 
and added to {lie fact that while postmaster 
In New York when asked by Stephen W. 
Dorsey to certify In my official capacity to a 
large number of papers connected with the 
contract office of the postoffice department 
I refused to do so, may account for a cer
